"’...the crisis of history has taken a turn 
of such character that the Negro people in the United 
States have found it possible to make their historic 
decision once and for all* Their decision is for their 
complete integration into the American nation as a whole , 
and not for separation*#.* 

"’The decision of the Negro people, is therefore 
already made. It is that the Negro people do see the 
opportunity, not as a pious aspiration for an indefi- 
nite future, but as as immediate political task under 
the present system ©^approximating the position of 
equal citizens in America. This is, in itself, an exer- 
cise of self-determination by the Negro people. By 
their attitude, the Negro people have exercized their 
historical right of self-determination. • • • ' 

"BROWDER bases his thesis, first and foremost, 
on the premise that this ’decision had taken ’definite 
form which no forseeable development could now change.’ 

But Comrade POSTER’S basic Marxist-Leninist analsis of 
the revisionist class-peace policy advocated by BROWDER 
Is utterly upheld in this field by current developments. 
Witness the vehemence with which the permanent FEPC is 
being fought, and more recently the scandalous libel 
and lynch spirit of Senator EASTLAND’S attack upon the 
800,000 Negro troops, even before victory has been com- 
pletely won, which signalize the attempts to rupture 
the war-time Negro-white relations.*,, 

"The weight of emphasis in BROWDER'S thesis 
on the 'attitude of the Negro people’ as the deter- 
mining factor, and our acceptance of it, was a sub- 
jective and unscientific approach to the question. 

The end result of BROWDER'S erroneous analysis, in my 
considered opinion (unless corrected now), would 
amount to this: If the Negro people made their historic 
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"decision for self-determination, through integration, 
and would inevitably receive freedom 'under the exist- 
ing American system, ' what need to mobilize and heighten 
the fight against white chauvinist ideology? What need 
to mobilize independent and militant struggle against the 
Hitlor-like discriminatory practices (including social 
exclusion) which still beset the Negro people, despite 
important gains registered especially during the last 
twelve years? 

"BROWDER' S harmful analysis led of necessity 
to the strengthening of bourgeois nationalism among 
the Negro people and to an undue reliance on Negro re-

"Instead of fully utilizing the potential 
of an anti-fascist war of national liberation, which, 
as BROWDER correctly states, fired the political 
maturity of the Negro people, to root out determinedly 
the white chauvinist prejudices among tho American people 
(and among new sections of our own membership), we did 
not take that initiative. 


"That Negro comrades accepted BROWDER'S oppor- 
tunist thesis makes the error all the more grave, be- 
cause in effect we accepted the false and bankrupt logic 
of reformism as a solution to the problems of the Negro 
people. Not only that, we accepted a 'less than equal* 
status for the Negro people for 'generations to come' - 
something 'approximating equality.'

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"Poster's special contribution lios in his 
unique oxposo of the mask placed on the status of women 
in overy sphere In tho U.S. by American imperialism. 
Comrade FOSTER exposed tho bourgeois Ho that women 
in tho U.S. have achieved full equality and that no 
further rights remain to be won. Ho shows that the 
ideological prop used by reactionary propagandists to 
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base their anti- social arguments as rogards women on all 
kinds of pseudo- sciont if ic assumptions, particularly in 
tho field of biology.,., 
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"Any underestimation of the need Tor a per- 
sistent ideological struggle against all manifestations 
of masculine superiority must thoreforo be rooted out. 

If biology is falsely utilizod by the bourgeois ideol- 
ogists to porpotuato their false notions about women, 
Communists and progressives must fare boldly into t ho 
biological sciences and enhance our idoological struggle 
against bourgeois ideas and practices of male superior- 
ity. 


"In order to moot the tasks projected for a 
deeper understanding and mastery of tho Marxist- Lenin- 
ist approach to the woman question a special Party 
Commission on Theoretical Aspects of Work among Women 
was established. 


"Reflecting tho great hunger for theory on 
the woman question on tho part of Communists aid pro- 
gressives was the one day Conference on Marxism and 
the Women Question hold under the nuspicos of tho 
Jefferson School of Social Scioncc hold in June of this 
year. Noarly 600 womon and men attended* Indicative, 
too, of how tho Party is mooting its tasks in this 
sphere are tho numerous cadro schools which have been 
held to facilitate the training of womon for mass work 
among women and the training of Communist men on the 
woman question. 

"Some 10 Party women's commissions now oxist, 
which, under the leadership and guidance of tho Party 
district organizations, give attention to work among 
women in the Party and in the mass organizations.

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CLAUDIA JONES was tho author of an article 
which appeared in the February, 1951 issue of “Political 
Affairs.* It was notod on the first page of this issue 
that the material contained therein would pertain to 
tho 15 th National Convention of tho Communist Party, 
and that “this special, enlarged issue i3 devoted to 
reports, speoches, and greetings of the 15th National 
Convention of tho Communis t Party, USA, held In New 
York City on December 28-31* 1950.“ The article pro- 
pared by tho subject was ontitlod, “For tho Unity of 
Women in the Cause of Peace !“ 

Tho following excerpts are taken from this 

article: 


“The growing surge for peace among the women 
of our country fully confirms the promise contained in 
tho Resolution that 'the fight for peace has a special 
moaning to the women of tho country' and that 'without 
their full involvement no poaco campaign can bo effec- 
tive.' 


“Why there is this olcmontal peace uphoaval 
among American womon is of course no mystery. For the 
first time, on tho bodies of their husbands and sons, 
tho womon experience tho price of attempted world 
domination by an aggros ivo ruling class, which only a 
short time ago boasted of 'easy* victories and a 'push 
button war. ' 

“In thousands of working-class homes, in tho 
last few weeks, the *notif ication to next of kin' has 
meant that a father, son or husband will never return 
from tho Korean plains--5000 miles away. Even as the 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, mother of the first quadruple- 
amputee learned, such 'slight injuries* are accompanied 
by callous War Department statements that tho soldior'3 
'moralo is excellent, ' 
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as they become aware that lynching by court martial and 
wanton shooting of Negro troops in Korea merge with tho 
growth of terrorization of Negro veterans at home, as 
witnessed in the brutal police lynching of tho Negro 
veteran, JOHN DERRICK. 


"Life is cheap to tho brass hats those days* 
Recently, the ’Daily Worker’ carried a story with a 
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Red Cross 3tated that one-third of tho people killed 
by Ha c Arthur ’ s troops were children, and forty-five 
percent wore women! Children at play, women washing 
on tho river banks, and peasants working in tho fields 
have been tho targets of bombing and strafing by tho 
American armed forces whose so-called 'polico action’ 
was to bring ’freedom’ to tho ’unhappy’ Koroan poople ! 
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these barbarous atrocities, U.S. imperialism plans to 
uso the sons of American mothers as ’blue chips' in 
their vicious plot of world conquest, fascism, war and 
doath. Over tho radio, Gen. Lucius Clay, tho protoctor 
of Ilso Koch, and Gen. Hark Clark speak bluntly* Thus 
did Clark declare; ’....in the international poker game 
wo’rc playing today... wo need more bluo chips; blue 
chips are boys with guns in their hands.’ 


...But that is not all. Nov; now economic 
hardships ftxco tho 18 million women workers. TRUMAN’S 
dictatorial National Emergency Dccrco carrios with it 
a threat to draft women for total war production. 
Reminiscent of tho bestial Nazi attitude toward women. 
Big Businoss, in their profit-mad quest for new sources 
of cheap labor power and resources, seek to omulato tho 
Nazis who likewise drafted ’madchon In uniform* by the 
millions, reversing their foul slogan that ’woman must 
bo ncithor comrade nor beloved but only mothor,’ and 
kitchen slave. 


11 ...But to those sundry ideological exhorta- 
tions diroctod against women's participation in tho cause

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'of poaco and social progress, in the struggle to ward 
off attacks on tho living standards of their families* 
and in defense of the democratic and civil rights of 
tho people, American women are daily giving their 
answer. They reflect tho new moods and express the new 
possibilities for stopping the warmakors. More and 
more the women are acquiring the consciousness that 
L.UUJ win FGa.iJ_y ub T^o djluiti£> II uney mu to spou.it up 
in defense of their children and their country* That 
is why they havo raised tho mass slogans of the camp 
of peace to end tho war in Korea and to bring our boys 
home. 


"...American women have begun to exposo the 
futility and immorality of the A-bomb as a weapon to 
solve problems between nations. That is why they aro 
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wrathful anti-fascist sisters tho world over whoso 
role for poaco cannot be ovcr-cstimatod. 

" . . .Comrados ! Wo must now pose tho question: 
How can wc most effoctivoly roach tho overwhelming 
majority of women to act for peaco? How can wo help 
to convert desire for peaco into organization and 
struggle? How can wo help to anchor a women's peace 
movement * embracing a maior'itv nf unmon. tn a wnr>lr1n£r- 
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class base which will guarantee it consistency, 
principle and militancy? 

"Yet, we do not find full agreement on tho 
nocessity to organize women, as women, in thG poaco 
camp, hi numerous pro-Gonvcntion discussions, in our 
National Women’s Commission, particularly, we have 
beon involved in discussions about tho necossity for 
such a distinct women's peaco movement. We all agreed 
that this perspective must be fully registered and 
fought for at our 15th National Convention, since it 
is no secret that the present level of womon's peaco 
activity, which represents a now level in our work 
among women, has developed with little or no help from 
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"male comrades* Indeed, they wore often guilty of im- 
peding its development. But in the course of our dis- 
cussions, we found that full clarity did not exist among 
our women cadros on the character of such a movement* 

How did this show itself? 

"Two tendencies emerged in our discussions. 
First was the tendency which argued that, since an 
outstanding weakness of the past was the failure to 
build united-front movements among working class and 
Negro women, it was now necessary to limit ourselves 
to tho organization of a working-class women's peace 
movement. Clearly such a tendency is wrong. It fails 
to understand tho full concept of our Party's united- 
front poaco policy which i3 to croatc a movement based 
on the working class in unity with all other poacc-loving 
peoples. It roflccts a lack of faith in the working- 
class women themselves who can and will lead all strata 
of the women in their struggle for peace* This tendency 
has 1 left 1 -sectarian implications. For to defeat tho 
warmakers, it is necessary to unite all sections of the 
women under tho leadership of tho working women, as 
it i3 necessary to unite its broad allies under the 
leadership of tho working class. 

"Second was tho tendency to see the need of 
bringing into being a pcaco movement embracing all women. 
Such comrades argued that tho broad masses of women in 
our land, bccauso of their oppressed social status in 
present-day society, bccauso of thoir role as mothers, 
as tho creators of life, are dcoply opposed to war and 
can be won in thoir majority to pcaco. However, in pre- 
senting this generally sound point of viow, tho comrades 
underestimated tho need that such a movement bo rootod 
first of all among working-class women. Nogro and 
whito. This tendency had certain Right- opportunist 
implications bocauso there was absent tho understanding 
that the sharp turn to tho working class, requirod in 
all phasos of party work, appliod to tho field of work 
among women as well. 
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"In overcoming theso wrong tendoncios, after 
considerable discussion, our National Women's Commission 
correctly stressed tho primacy of tho working-class 
orientation vihilo recognising tho new opportunities 
which exist to create a broad women's peace movement 
an ong non-working class women in every community, and 
on all lovols. Major attention must be given to organ- 
izing the millions of workers' wives in basic industry, 
the millions of working-class housowivos in industrial 
cities, tho millions of working-class and Negro women 
who can be won on tho peace issue and around tho struggle 
for thoir burning demands. 

"... Impelling theso developments is tho 
leadership of the world camp of peace, democracy and 
Socialism by a workers* state — tho Socialist Soviet 
Union, which has exemplified in life its concern for 
the well-being and full equality of women and full 
protection of children In all spheres. The word-shaking 
examples of freo Soviet womanhood, tho now freedoms 
achieved by the liberated woman in tho lands of tho 
European Democracies who move toward Socialism, the 
historic stridcs--as a result of tho Chinese People's 
Revolution- -in tho elimination of the feudal bondage 
formerly experienced by millions of downtrodden women 
of China--all arc docisivc contributing factors ex- 
plaining why there now exists a powerful international 
anti-fascist, anti- imperialist women's movement. 

"American women bear a heavy responsibility 
to the millions of our anti-fascist sisters in the 
world camp of peace, precisely because the threat to 
world peace stems from the imperialists of our land. 

Tho repeated appeals to American women from tho cm- ' 
battled mothers of Greece, Franco Spain and tho 
Marshall-plan- saddled countries are staunch reminders 
of tho responsibilities women in the United States - 
boar to the world struggle for pcaco and anti-fascism. 

"Tho pro-fascist Department of Justice attacks 
last year against tho international fraternization of 
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’’women should lead us to concludo that wo Taco a great 
responsibility. In the sphero of work among women, to 
the high principles of proletarian internationalism. In 
great measure, our mooting of that responsibility de- 
pends on tho support givon by labor-progressives, led 
by our vanguard party, tho Communist Party, to tho 
emerging women’s peace movements Through such support, 
tho struggle for tho equality of women will merge with 
the general class struggle of tho working class which 
understands tho needs and demands of tho masses of women 
Support to tho poaco strugglos of women in our country 
will thereby also help to bring in lino with world 
developments, basod on American experience a now advance 
in women’s status in our country. 

.Comrades. I have singled out threo main 
questions In this sub-report flowing out of tho splendid 
report of Comrade Hall, namely: 1) tho necessity to 

develop, strengthen and build a distinct women’s peace 
movement; 2) the rooting of that movement among working 
women and the wives of workers; and 3) the special necos 1 
sity to bring the fight for peace to the Negro women. 

"...To help transform womon’s peace sentiment 
into a mighty organized movement for peace, security, 
equality and defense of children, means wo* must chango 
our Party’s methods of work and approaches to our own 
women cadre. 

"in his report. Comrade Hall stated that: 

” ’ . * . the worst symptom of male superiority 
tendencies in our ranks is the speed with which we re- 
leased the bulk of our leading womon comrades after 
World War II-and our slowness to correct this error# 

Tho now level of work achieved by our womon comrades, 
and tho new currents stirring among the masses of women, 
must be rof looted in our Party’s new level of under- 
standing of the woman’ 3 question# This goo 3 for our 
entiro leadership and membership. * 
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"What is necessary to achieve this 'now lovel 
of understanding 1 in work among women? It means, first 
of all, recognizing and applying the Leninist concept 
that Communist women must ' themselves ho part of the 
mass movement of women. 1 It means the virtual rolcaso 
of dozens and dozens of our women comrades for work among 
women for pcaco and to strugglo for women's spocial 
demands.

"In many party sections a consciousness exists 
that In order to make it possible for women to partici- 
pate generally in Party activities, tho obstacles to 
women's full participation must be recognized. Party 
cadros hero understand that because under capitalism, 
caro of children i3 more than often tho solo responsi- 
bility of women, and not viewed as a social responsibil- 
ity, as is tho case under Socialism, it is necessary to 
provide baby sitters to help roloaso womon for general 
Party work. But examination shows that this practice, 
bocauso of its costliness, is not widcoproad. Nor is 
tho same approach taken to roloaso Party women cadre for 
work among tho masses of womon. Coupled with this a 
gcnoral underestimation of work among womon i3 expressed 
in tho practico of taking practically all of our women 
comrades out of their natural habitat thus robbing thorn 
of their mass contacts in F.T.A's and women's organiza- 
tions while they function as general Party actives. 

"I propose that this Convention instruct our 
incoming leadership and National Educational Department 
to launch such a campaign starting on International 
Women's Day, March 8, 1951. I.W.D. should bo tho occasion 
for widespread tributo to tho rolo and potontialitios of 
tho masso3 of womon, and to inculcate an understanding of 
the Marxist-Leninist approach to women in society, as a 
duty and responsibility of all Communist mon and womon. 

One such contribution to this end is tho forthcoming 
volumo on tho woman question (a collection of tho writings 
of Marx, Engols, Lenin and Stalin) which will bo published 
by International Publishers in January, and which should 
rocoivo wide circulation and study* 
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"Proper use cf the Women * 3 Pago of *Tho 
Worker*, under the leadership of Peggy Dennis, now 
widely read; tho organization of friends and readers 
of *Thc Worker* to make thi3 pago tho vehiclo of ex- 
change of experiences in the peace and general women's 
movement, can mako this page the avenuo to increas- 
ing the circulation of the press among the masses of 
women, particularly among Nogro and working-class women. 

"Tho Draft Resolutions' 3 failuro to deal 
adequately with tho woman question, overcome now with 
Comrade Hall's report, consists in the fact that it 
failed not only to deal adoquatcly with women's role 
--but with her oppression-- the crux of the question* 

It is truo that tho widespread and justifiable criti- 
cism by many of our women comrades of the Resolution's 
weakness was due to their failure to find a corres- 
ponding estimate of work among women on all Party levels. 
They saw therefore tho struggle for women's equality 
solely as an inner Party matter, isolated as too many 
of them arc from the b road ferment of women for peace. 
Where women, despite obstacles, plunged ahead, and did 
not fall into the 'battle of the sexes' bourgeois- 
feminist moods, there recognition of women's full rolo 
and contribution to the fight for peace was swiftest. 

This should point up a groat fact: namely, that it is 
tho movement of the women themselves for peace that has 
forced a new awareness upon our Party and labor-progres- 
sive for cos everywhere today* A real tribute for this 
approach goes to Comrade Poster who told us that 
women must fight for their own liberation, and to 
women Communist anti-fascist loaders in the international 
women* s movement * 

Tho attention and agreement of the entiro 
Party organization must bo won to tho solution of, 
and collective application to these problems. Over- 
coming of these weaknesses will release the collective 
talents of our wonderful women fighters to work, write, 
sing and fight for women's liberation; and they will 
want to do it not as second-class citizens, but a 3 
contributors to Party policy and mass work in our clubs 
and group 3 . 
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"it is time our Party rocognizod tho precious 
capital it has in its women cadros* Important indications 
of an Improved attitudo in tho Party toward tho pro- 
motion of women in leadership are seen in many parts 
of tho country.

"It is no accident that WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, 
in his more than $0 years of devotion and leadership 
to tho emancipation of the American working class and 
the oppressed Negro people, should likewise have mani- 
fested throughout his lifo an activo and special con- . 
corn for oppressed womanhood* No stranger to the hard 
lot and double exploitation daily experienced by working- 
class wives and mothers in prosont-day society, this 
foremost Marxist thcorotician and leader of the American 
working class and its vanguard Communist Party was from 
early childhood conversant with women's special oppression. 
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"...In the tradition of all groat Communist 
thinkers, recognizing that the fight against women 1 s 
inequalities is connected with the fight against cap- 
italist property relations, FOSTER was tho first in 
our Party to call for a sharp turn in what ho character- 
ized as a widespread ’underestiim tion and general 
neglect 1 of work among women. Typical of his unflag- 
ging interest in all phases of our Party’s, thoorctical 
and practical work, dospite his busy schodulo and 111 
health, was his emphatic statement in his basic article, 
’On Improving tho Party’s Work Among Women.’ 

"’One of tho gravest weaknesses of tho Com- 
munist movement in tho various capitalist countries, 
including our own, is its relative f allure to win the 
active support of the dccisivo masses of women. It is 
a fact that wc dare not ignoro that tho forces of re- 
action still have a strong hold on womankind, includ- 
ing proletarian women. .This shortcoming of tho 
Communist Parties becomes even more manifest today in 
view of the huge and increasing part that women are 
taking in all walks of life. This shortcoming must be 
quickly overcome, inasmuch as tho parties spearheading 
the drive to fascism and war hold the affiliation of 
large masses of women. Obviously, therefore, a drastic 
improvement in thoir work among womon is very much on tho 
order of business for the Communist Parties of the 
capitalist world, especially our Party hero in the 
United States. * 

"FOSTER'S personal attention and interest in 
the work of the National Women’s Commission was invalu- 
able to whatever progress was mado in our work. It 
was his discussions with us, prior to finalization of 
tho aforementioned article, that hclpod to lend confi- 
dence to our Commission to fight for such an approach 
in our Party, In ovor nino Party districts, conferences 
on work among women, participated in by district leader- 
ships, followed; and there was a general -improvement 
In tho organization of classes on tho woman's question 
by stato oducational departments as woll as its integra- 
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"FOSTER’S political and theoretical contri 


butions lod to a now appreciation of the tasks in our 
work among women throughout tho Party. Indicativo of 
this is the new awareness of the importance of women's 
work registered at our recent 15th National Convention. 
In all main reports at tho National Convention, as in 
numerous state conventions, a new stross was given to 
this work particularly as a result of tho unprecedented 
upsurge of peace sentiment among tho masses of women 
and their significant actions for peace. Representing 
a sharp change in tho ext on t of their participation, 
in comparison with our last Party Convention, our 
Negro and white women comrades who attended this Con- 
vention reflected in rich experiences their growing 
tics with masses and in general, the political growth 
of our women cadros. Particularly outstanding woro 
the contributions of Negro women comrades, especially 
from the South. 


standing of tho woman question likewise helped to com- 
bat blatant male- supremacist attitudes in our Party and 
progressive circles. Moro than ovcr-caution, however, 
is still prevalent among many men comrades when this 
question arises, in relation to thoir own weaknesses. 
This situation has, however, led to a growing sclf- 
criticism of many of our male comrades and Party leader- 
ships as regards tho woman question.

CLAUDIA JONES was a speakor at a Harlem 
Street rally hold on July I4j 1951 on 8 th Avenuo between 
i/cst lloth and West 119th Stroot^ Manhattan, New York. 

The rally was sponsored by tho Civil Rights Congress. 

It is noted that tho subject was a featured speaker at 
this rally, Slio was introduced as CLAUDIA JONES, 

Secretary of the National Women's Commission. The 
subjoct announced that she had just been released on 
bail following her recent apprehension by Federal 
authorities on charges that she was a Communist, and 
as such, attempted to overthrow tho Government of tho U.S. 
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Sho said that tho only thing she is guilty 
of is that sho "is a mcmbor of tho Communist Party, 
which Party is tho nogroos only hope for frcodom from 
Fascist domination," 




Sho defended tho convicted olevon Communist 
Party loaders and tho indicted seventeen Communist Party 
loaders as tho loaders of tho Communist Party who were 
responsible for leading the fight for freedom of tho 
negro people. She bolittlod tho U.S. Government, 
the Truman Administration, U.S, Attorney IRVING SAYPOL, 
and the F.B.I. 

Sho chargod that the F.B.I. used Gestapo- 
like tactics and made reference to tho fact that F.B.I. 
agont3 woro at tho timo In the crowd and stated that 
F.B.I. agents "stink like animals." She glancod around 
the crowd and said that, "You con just about smoll 
their prcsoncc." Sho then directed her gazo to tho 
agents in tho crowd, and, in effect, attempted to 
arouse tho crowd of Harlemites against the agents present.

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Subject was tho author of a series of throe 
articles which appeared in the ''Daily Workor" on August 
1, 2 and 7, 1949* Those articles writtenby tho subject, 
were on the topic, "Un-American Committee and the Negro 
People." In tho first article, the subject accused tho 
House Un-American Activities Committoc for calling boforo 
it spokesmen of the Negro people to impugn all the Negro 
people in this country. She stated that nevor boforo in 
tho history of the Nation lias tho loyalty of a wholo 
people boon so attacked* She stated that the hearings 
were timed at a strategic moment for American imperial- 
ist reaction. She stated: 

"To begin with, and primarily, they coincided 
with tho pivotal attack on civil liberties at Poloy 
Squaro where 12 Communist loaders face a horosy trial 
for their political ideas because of indictments by 
the Department of Justice and tho Truman Administration." 


Sho pointed out that three of tho defendants 
wore jailed for protesting against "tho obvious bias of’ 
a judge who serves monopoly capital and who sought to 
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significant highlight in tho testimony of BENJAMIN J. 
DAVIS, Communist leader and Councilman from tho city 
of Now York. CLAUDIA JONES said that DAVIS utilized 
tho "weapon of Marxism-Leninism to throw light on tho 
forces responsible for tho national oppression of tho 
Negro peoplo--the capitalist class itsolf." 

In tho Daily Workor of August 2, 19i|.9f tho 
second article in a series of three appeared on "Un- 
Amcrican Committee and tho Negro People." In this 
article tho subject stated that, "It is more th'an a 
passing coincidence that at tho Un-American Committeo 
loyalty hearings on ’Communism and the Jfegro,’ tho 
N csn?6 reformist loaders-- such as LESTEBTOR ANGER . CHARLES 
S .^JOHNSON ( to say nothing of tho mlsorablc stoolpigoons 
"Such a s" Oil IN G MtOHN SON) were not poworful enough or 
convincing enough in thoir views on this subject. This, 
despite tho American bourgeoisie’s all-out efforts to 
control tho Negro pross through ads, or to mcagcrly give 
crumbs from its profit-ladon tables for tho support of 
such institutions as tho reformists may lead." 

She stated, "The ever-present virus of ’white 
supremacy,’ intensified national oppression, and tho 
second-class citizonship, plus intelloctual integrity 
compelled Rev. SAND^y&YY, ono of tho leading Negro 
religious leadors, the chairman of the Social Service 
Commission of tho National Baptist Convention, to boldly 
declare, without apology, of the Jimerow lynch systom in 
the United States: 'Wo do, however, seek to overthrow 

an intangible empiro which exists within our Government 
and many of our institutions throughout tho land. It is 
that empire which shelters injustice, oppressions, ex- 
ploitation, segregation, discrimination, illwill, and 
all of tho inconsistencies which make for separation, 
tension and strife. It is against that empire - that we 
wago our war. It Is that empire that must bo subdued 
if wo aro to have domestic peace and give offoctivo 
leadership in world chaos.’" 
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In tho ’’Daily Worker” of August 7* 1949, 
there appeared the third of the scrios of articles by 
CLAUDIA JONES, in this articlo tho subject 3tated 
that tho Un-Amorican Activities Committoo hoarings 
were unsuccessful and boomeranged. Sho said, ’’They 
boomeranged, first, because the Negro question is 
itself ’the Achilles heel of American imperialism' in 
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Party, WILLIAM Z. POSTER. And becauso, tho more they 
touch it, the moro tho imperialists are exposed for 
what they aro: tho oppressors of tho Negro people, of 
tho working class, tho organizers of force and violenco 
against tho Negro people, tho financiers of exploitation 
of six million Nogores and four million, whites in the 
South, from which exploitation they wring tho profits 
to stuff their coffers for tho financing of an imper- 
ialist atomic war and domestic fascism!

And that is because even as they utilized the old 'divide- 
and-rulo' tactic, the eyes of 14,000,000 Negro Americans ,

pnes. International Women's Day will mark a high 
point in ideological and political mobilization 
and in organizational steps to intensify our united- 
front activities among \c men, particularly around the 
peace struggle. As a further contribution to that 
end, a well-rounded theoretical-ideological outline 
on the position of Marxism-Leninism on the woman 
question is being prepared. 
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"Comrade Poster called for theoretical 
mastery of the woman question as vitally necessary to 
combat the numerous anti-woman prejudices prevalent in 
our capitalist society, and the 'whole system of male 
superiority ideas which continue to play subix an 
important part in woman's subjugation'. 


"Progressive and Communist men must become 
vanguard fighters against male supremacist ideas and 
for equal rights for women. Too often we observe 
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and even some Communist, men glib talk about women 
'as allies' but no commensurate effort to combat 
male supremacy notions which hamper woman's ability 
to struggle for peace and security. Too many labor- 
progressive men, not excluding some Communists, 
resist the full participation of women, avow bourgeois 
• equal itari an’ notions as regards women, tend to 
avoid full discussion of the woman question and 


shunt the problem aside with peremptory decisions. 

What the promotion of a sound theoretical understanding 
of this question would achieve for our Party is shown 
by the initial results of the cadre training schools 
and seminars on the woman question, many of whose 
students have begun seriously to tackle male supre- 
macist notions in relation to the major tasks of the 
movement and in relation to their own attitudes. 


'*The manifestation of bourgeois feminism 
in the progressive women's movement and also in our 
Party is a direct result of the prevalence of male 
superiority ideas and shows the need for our women 
comrades to study the Marxist-Leninst teachings on 
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woman's oppression stems, not from the capitalist 
system, but from men. Marxism-Leninism, just as it 
rejects and combats the petty-bourgeois 1 equal! tariani 
fostered by Social-Democracy, so it has nothing in 
common with the bourgeois idiocy of 'the battle of 
the sexes' or the irrational Freudian 'approach' 
to the woman question. These false ideologies must 
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"be combatted by women labor-progressives and In the 
first place by women Communists. Key participants 
in the fight against these ideologies, and in the 
fight to enlist the masses of women for the pro-peace 
struggle, must be the advanced trade-union women and 
women Communists on all levels of Party leadership. 

All Communist women must, as Lenin said, * themselves 
become part of the mass movement,* taking responsibility 
for the liberation of women. 

"We must guarantee that women cadres 
end isolation from the masses of women, by assigning 
these cadres to tasks of work among women, on a 
mass and Party basis. The Women’s Commissions of 
the Party must be strengthened. All Party depart- 
ments and Commissions must deal more consistently 
with these questions, putting an end to the false 
concept that work among women represents ’second- 
class citizenship’ in our Party. A key responsi- 
bility of all Women’s Commissions is increased 
attention and support to the growing movements 
of youth. 


"We must gauge our Party’s work among 
women by our effectiveness in giving leaders ip 
and guidance to our cadres in mass work, with a 
view to concentrating among working-class women 
and building the Party. To this end, further, 
working-class and Negro women forces need to be 
promoted in all spheres of Party work and mass 
activity. 


"An examination of our work among women 
is necessary in all Party districts. There is 
need of Party conferences on the problems of working 
women and housewives. The good beginnings of 
examining the long neglected problems of Negro 
women participating in struggles on all fronts. 
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"Experience shows that a major area 
of our work should and must be In the field of 
education, where monopoly reaction and the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy concentrate in a policy of 
inculcating militarist, racist, pro-fascist 
ideology in the minds of our children; of victimizing 
progressive teachers, of conducting witch-hunts, 
etc. Where good work has been carried on in this 
sphere, victories have been won, as in the defeat 
of reactionary legislative measures directed at 
progressive teachers, In developing struggles to 
alleviate the frightful conditions of schooling, 
particularly in Negro, Puerto Rican, Mexican and 
other working-class communities. Communist and pro- 
gressive women have an important task to perform 
and an opportunity for developing an exceedingly 
broad united front for successful endeavor, 

"By connecting the struggle against the 
seemingly little issues of crowded schoolrooms, 
unsanitary conditions, lack of child care facilities, 
etc., with the issues of reactionary content of 
teaching— racism, jingoism, etc,'— the political 
consciousness of the parent masses can bo raised 
to the understanding of the interconnection between 
the demand for lunch for a hungry child and the 
demand of the Deoole for economic securitv: be-

tween the campaign for the dismissal of a Negro- 
hating, anti-Semitic Mae Quinn from the school 
system and the fight of the people for democratic 
rights; between the protest against a jingoistic 
school text and the broad f ight of the people for 
peace.

Women’s Day, tremendous tasks fall upon our P ar ty, 

The mobilization of the masses of Americans, 
together with the enlisting and activation of 
women cadres, for heightened struggles for peace 
and for the special needs of oppressed W) manhood, 
is indispensable to the building and strengthening 
of the anti-fascist, anti -imperialist, anti-war 
coalitibn. In working for a stronger peace 
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election campaign and thereby, on the basis of 
their experiences in the struggle, help raise 
their political consciousness to the understanding 
of the bipartisan demagogy and the hollowness of 
Truman's tall promises* Large masses of women 
oan thus be brought to a full break with the two- 
party system of monopoly capital and to adherence 
to the thi rd-party mo v 0 mo n t * In the course 0 ?

In the September, 19l|.f>, issue of "Political 
Affairs," there is set forth a statement concerning the 
"resolution of the National' Convention of the Communist 
Party, USA, adopted July 28, 19l|5«" The following excerpts 
have been taken from this resolution as set forth in this 
articlet 


"This revision of Marxist-Leninist theory regarding 
the role of monopoly capital led to other erroneous conclusions, 
such as to utopian economic perspectives and the possibility 
of achieving the national liberation of the colonial and 
dependent countries through arrangements between the great 
powers. It also led to tendencies to obscure the class 
nature of bourgeois democracy, to false concepts of social 
evolution, to revision of the fundamental laws of the class 
struggle and to minimizing the independent and leading 
role of the working class. 

"in consequence, we Communists began to carry on 
the historic struggle against fascism, for democracy and 
national freedom, in a way that was not always clearly 
distinguishable from that of bourgeois democrats and 
bourgeois nationalists, forgetting the class character and 
limitations of bourgeois democracy and nationalism. Finally, 
this right-opportunist deviation also tended to ignore, 
revise or virtually discount the fundamental contradictions 
of capitalism, declaring wrongly that the changed and changing 
forms of their expression indicated that they had ceased to 
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’’operate in the period of the general crisis of capitalism. 

"Furthermore , the dissolution of tho Communist 
party and the formation of the Communist Political Association 
were port and parcel of our revisionist errors, and did in 
fact constitute the liquidation of the independent and 
vanguard role of the Communist movement. As a consequence, 
our base among the industrial workers was seriously weakened. 
This further resulted in a general weakening of Communist 
activities and in adversely affecting the role and policies 
of other Marxist parties in the Western Hemisphere. Par 
from aiding the carrying out of such correct policy as 
support for ROOSEVELT * S rc-clcction, the dissolution of 
the Communist Party weakened the democratic coalition 
because it weakened the initiative, strength and contributions 
of the Communist vanguard. 



"A flagrant expression of this liquidation was 
the abolition of the Communist organisation in the South 
through its transformation into non-Communist, anti-fascist 
organizations . This action undermined the foundation for 
consistent and effective struggle for the needs and aspirations 
of the masses of the- South, especially the Negro people. 

This glaring example of the logical outcome of our revisionist 
errors reveals the direction in which our policy was leading. 
The dissolution of the Communist Party of America and 
the formation of the C.P.A. was in fact the liquidation of 
the independent Marxist Party of the working class. 



"The correction of our revisionist errors demands 
the immediate reconstitution of the Communist party and 
guaranteeing the re-cstablishmcnt of the Marxist content 
of its program, policies and activities, 

"The incoming Notional Committee and Board, by 
example, and with the active assistance of the membership, 
must undertake an ideological and organisational struggle 
to root out all vestiges of bureaucracy, and be constantly 
on guard against relapses to old bureaucratic methods of 
work and opportunistic practices, which could only obstruct 
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"the most rapid and complete correction of our revisionist 
errors ."

"We Communists adhere to the fundamental belief 
that complete and lasting equality of imperialist oppressed 
nations and peoples can bo guaranteed only with the establish- 
ment of Socialism. The aim of Socialism is not only to 
abolish tho present division of mankind into snail states, 
not only to bring nations closer to each other, but ulti- 
mately to merge them. But wo have never ignored the historical 
process necessary to the achievement of that goal. Nor can 
we 'postpone' the question of national liberation until 
Socialism is established or speak solely in general nebulous 
phrases about national liberation. We must have a clear and 
precisely formulated political program to guide our work in 
the achievement of that goal. For wc know that 'mankind can 
achieve the inevitable merging of nations, only by passing 
through the transition period of complete liberation of all 
the oppressed nations, i.e., their freedom to secede.'

"As Leninists, we are distinguished from the 
reactionary Social -Democrats in that we reject, even if it 
is under the name of 'internationalism,' any denial of the 
right of national self-determination to the oppressed 
peoples. For true internationalism, that is Marxism-Leninism, 
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’’places the right of self-determination as a basic pro- 
grammatic point. The ’internationalism’ of the reformists 
is nothing more or less than the nationalism of their own 
respective imperialist rulers, while the national program 
of L3NIH is an essential part of internationalism.

for imperialist chauvinism.

oppressing nation best fight against national oppression-- 
espccially by their 'own 1 bourgeoisie--once they understand 
that such is the road to realize their own freedom. It Is 
based on the Marxist proposition that 'no nation can be 
free if it oppresses other nations.' 


"Clearly then, those who Impute to the Negro 
people the main responsibility for ’accepting’ or ’rejecting’ 
the principle of self-determination ignore tig tenet; they 
base their conclusions on tho subjective factor, instead 
of the objective and historical conditions of oppression of 
the Negro people in the Black Belt. 

"But let us examine some of these arguments. Is 
it true that the Negro people do not want self-determination, 
that the Negro people shy away from this concept with ab- 
horrence? Definitely notl It is, of course, quite a 
different matter if we speak of the Negro people as not 
being fully conscious of this concept in our terms. But 
to challenge the deepest desires of the Negro people for 
freedom and equality a3 being other than that of the fullest 
national self-affirmation is to fail to understand their 
fundamental aspirations!

The Party's Marxist-Leninist theory was 
being replaced with non-Marxist and anti-Marxist ideas and 
theories, and the Party itself was in fact being liquidated. 
And once more, the loyal and'devoted Party forces, the 
healthy Marxist and working-class elements, rose to the 
defense of the Party and its Marxist-Leninist theory. 

Browder ism was condemned and rejected and a broad 
ideological struggle against it initiated.
